International Leadership 
Most Americans believ e that President Roosev elt 
deliv ered a true expression of national feeling in his 
unexpected message to the rulers of the world. They 
like what he said and they like the way he said it. 
The Roosev elts hav e earned the reputation of non­ 
conformists. A message talking about ticklish situa 
tions strsight forwardly and sent directly to the 
rulers of the earth is in pleasing harmony with this 
country's swakened liberalism. 
President Roosev elt knows 
what all 
realistic 
thinkers In the United States and Europe know— 
that foreea whiob threaten to throw the woi’ld into 
greater chaos are at large. A crisis in international 
reiationships is threatened—a cnsfa compounded 5f 
so many currents and cross currents of feeling that 
It defies definition. In Asia, In South America and 
to Europe war is current or threatened. And as im­ 
portant as fighting with guns, gas and bombs is that 
other kind of warfare which some day may supplant 
battlefield slaughter—paralyzing economic riv alry 
carried on in the offices of industrialists and bank* 
•rs. 
There is as great a newl for a "new deal’’ in 
diplomacy as there is In domestic policies. 
For the 
last dozen years the world, apparently exhausted 
by the climactic stupidity of the World war, bas 
been stumbling steadily toward new dangers. Gov ­ 
ernments hav e lost whatev er sense of direction they 
possessed. 
Their populattons, sensing the aimless­ 
ness of helpless officials, hav e turned frantically to 
actions which led only to more oomplez trooblea. It 
Is no wonder that strong leadership, howev er un­ 
worthy of confidence, bas captured the fancy of dis- 
satisfied people in ev ery nation. 
Two somewhat v ague remedies hav e been held in 
prospect They are the disarmament conference at 
Genev a and the world economic conference, which 
will conv ene in London next month. Unfortunately, 
neither has commanded the respect its objectiv es de­ 
serv ed, for the good reason that gov erumenta hav e 
been too unsettled and distracted to permit the kind 
of co-operation necessary for the success of interni* 
tional agreements. 
It is precisely this situation which President 
Roosev elt proposes to straighten out with e concise 
program. 
Its purpose is to calm interuational fear 
by making tangible progress toward assured security 
by real disarmament. 
To promote progress toward 
that purpose, four things are necessary: 
First, the 
MacDonald plan, callUig for consultation in case of 
war and for immediate steps to reduce military 
strength, should be accepted. 
This amounts to 
pledging the United States under a consultativ e pact. 
Second, definite agreement on the time and pro­ 
cedure for accomplishing further disarmament ahould 
be reached. 
This giv es new purpose to the world 
disarmament conference, which has been crumbling 
slowly under heav y pressures of conflicting v iew 
points. 
Third, it should be agreed among all uatlous that, 
while preliminary steps are being taken, there will 
be an arms moratorium within the limits of existing 
treaties. 
The fourth step, 
which is 
President 
Roosev elt’s contribution to a discussion which hat 
Included all the others, calls for au univ ersal non- 
aggression pact—a moral guarantee by ail nations, 
Insuring security while the actual business of dis 
armament is earrled forward. 
It would be impossible to enumerate, let alone to 
comprehend, all the ramifications of so momentous 
a state paper in tlie capitals of the world. It Is sut 
ficient to understand at the outset that President 
Roosev elt has v oiced America’s plea for a new order 
of sanity In a world whose frequent and persistent 
mistakes, many of them hav ing their origin in the 
United States, threaten wholesale destruction of 
human v alues. 
His countrymen stand behind him, 
hopeful that other nations will share the inspiration 
they hav e receiv ed from this manifestation of leader­ 
ship which does not threaten destruction of life to 
achiev e its purpose. 


Ernest Torrence. 
The art and busineHs of making motion pictures 
both are heav ily indebted to Ernest Torrence, dead 
at the age of 54. 
In contrast to an unfortnnately 
large number of film actors and actresses who en­ 
ter the mov ing picture studios empty-handed and 
leav e them with an unwieldly burden of fame, wealth 
and conceit, he brought something with him—a tal­ 
ent dispensed bountifully in many roles which are 
fav orite memories of the great unseen audience. He 
was a credit to a dev eloping art and a boon to an 
important industry. 
Perhaps it is as the scout in the popular picture, 
"The Cov ered Wagon,’’ that he is remembered most 
fondly. 
Although born and reared abroad, he por 
trayed admirably a character who will be dear to all 
generations of Americans—the rugged, practical trail 
blazer of the na« lon's early days. 
It Is difficult to 
think of anyone who could hav e giv en a better char­ 
acterization. 
In that fact lies the v alue of the late actor to the 
fledgling art which American initiativ e has been de­ 
v eloping so rapidly. 
He filled perfectly the neces­ 
sary Qualificatkms of the roles assigned to him. 
Undoubtedly, another could hav e done as well, but 
fate placed Ernest Torrence in the right place at 
the right time. In return for good fortune, he lent 
substance to a modern mode of portrayal which has 
been much criticized for Its too great dev otion to ex­ 
ploiting superficial types.

It is, 
rather, the inev itable result of reluctance on the 
part of quality meny to participate in gov ernment. 
Better men cannot be drafted. The tragedy of the 
situation nev er Is more ev ident than in the crowd’» 
enthusiasm for a mediocre office-seeker who "per­ 
mits’’ himself to be carried Into office on a wav e of 
misplaced enthusiasm, improv ement will come about 
when the public makes office-holding an honor— 
when it not only demands but makes it possible for 
politicians to be something more than jobholders de 
pendent on popular whims for their tenure of office, 
in other words, improv ement cannot be imposed.

Ohio has been giv en the opportunity to acquaint 
itself completely with Gov ernor White’s tax position.

Now come some of the leaders with the v ery tim« ^ 
ly suggestion that the qualification for a state li­ 
cense as a broker or dealer be tightened up a bit. 
Frequently the purchase of a home Oi a small 
parcel of real estate is the biggest business trans 
action that an indiv idual ev er makes. 
Often the 
client must trust his entire life sav ings or capital 
to a real estate man at v arious stages in the negotia 
tions. 
It means ev erything to the client to knoA’ 
that his stake is in the bauds of a man well quali 
fied to handle his business. 
In other av enues of 
serv ice he is protected by profession requirements. 
The leader of Ohio realtors suggests that the slate 
board require of an applicant before granting a li­ 
cense that he be an American citizen, that he hav e 
a reasonable education—possibly equiv alent of a high 
school course—and that he shall hav e serv ed at least 
a year’s apprenticeship with a licensed dealer. 
Those qualificationB would do a lot to raise the 
standard of real estate busines» in Ohio.—Toledo 
Times.

OHIO BUTTER NUT PINS 
By J. H. Galbraith. 
Written For The Associated Prese. 
During the latter part of the Civ il war the term 
"butter nut” was applied to the soldiers of the south 
ern army because of the fact that the homespun 
clothing many of them wore was dyed In a light 
brown with dyes made from the common butternut, 
and during the Brough-'Vallandigham campaign for 
the gov ernorship in Ohio in 18 63, the same term was 
applied derisiv ely by the Brough men to the sup­ 
porters of Vallandigbam in token of their candidates’ 
expressed sympathies with the south. 
The Vallandigham men adopted the name and 
wore pins made of cross-s4» etion8 of the butternut as 
emblems of their political allegiance. Naturally this 
brought the war right to Ohio daring that fierce 
campaign, and there were poliUcal meetings at which 
fights were precipitated by attempts to snatch but­ 
ternut pins from the coat lafiels of the Vailandlg- 
ham adherents. 
Women took an activ e part in that campaign. In­ 
deed, they were among the most activ e of the pin

braiiL v arious forms of spinal mtm 
ingltls, fractured skull and other 
tdhmrisTs. 
Fortunately, It Is now possible to 
perform a spinal puncture withomt 
pain and discomfort to the patlant 
I « MA recall the days wbmx spinal 


puncture was an uncomfortable pro- 
q^dure. Today, by the aid of local 
anesthesia, little, if any, discomfort 
is experienced. 
The patient may 
feel the slight pinprick 
of 
the 
hypodei^ic needle and perhaps a 
mild feeling of jar. 
Spinal puncture may be perform­ 
ed in the home or at the bosi^tal. 
It la preferably done at the hospit­ 
al where all the facilities for the 
v arious tests are av ailable. 
Harmless, Too 
You will recall that during the 
recent infantile paralysis epidem­ 
ic it was adv ised that all auapect 
ed cases of paralysis be submitted 
to the spinal puncture. It was the 
only sure means of recognizing the 
disease in Its early stages. 
The 
number of children who were sub­ 
jected to this procedure was great 
There were no mishaps or bad ef­ 
fects. 
It is the univ ersal testimony of 
friends of mine in the profession, 
men who hav e made hundreds of 
thcae ponctnres, that no barm re­ 
sults. One famous doctor wrote me 
as follows; "We bare nev er bad 
any bad results from our spinal 
punctures and a re ' anxious to ex 
tend the beneflte of this diagtmos- 
tic procedure to all in whom It Is 
plainly indicated.

the extinction of slav ery and the 
town that had rescued her. 
She 
thus became kuown as Abby Kelly 
Salem. 
Something of 
the ramiiicationB 
and departures of the Underground 
railway may be realized by certain 
knowledge of 
the 
two men who 
who were known to hav e been di­ 
rectly or indirectly connected with 
it by reason of their great inter­ 
est in aiding slav es essaying a dasb 
for their liberty. 
Lev i Coffin, the reputed head of 
this Underground railway, was born 
at New Garden, N. C., on October

T here is as great a need for a “new deal” in 
diplom acy as there is in dom estic policies. 
For the 
last dozen years the world, apparently exhausted 
by the clim actic stupidity of the W orld war, has 
been stum bling steadily tow ard new dangers. 
Gov­ 
ernm ents have lost whatever sense of direction they 
possessed. 
T heir populations, sensing the aim less­ 
ness of helpless officials, have turned frantically to 
actions which led only to more complex troubles. 
It 
Ie no wonder th at strong leadership, however un­ 
w orthy of confidence, baa captured the fancy of dis­ 
satisfied people In every nation. 
Two som ewhat vague rem edies have been held in 
prospect. 
They are the disarm am ent conference at 
Geneva and the world economic conference, which 
will convene in London next m onth. 
U nfortunately, 
neither has comm anded the respect its objectives de­ 
served, for the good reason th at governm ents have 
been too unsettled and distracted to perm it the kind 
of co-operation necessary for the success of ln tern > 
tional agreem ents. 
It 
is 
precisely 
this situation 
which 
President 
Roosevelt proposes to straighten out with a concise 
program. 
Its purpose is to calm international fear 
by making tangible progress toward assured security 
by real disarm am ent 
To prom ote progress tow ard 
that purpose, four things are necessary: 
First, the 
MacDonald plan, calling for consultation in case of 
w ar and for im m ediate atepa to reduce m ilitary 
strength, should be accepted. 
This am ounts 
to 
pledging the United States under a consultative pact. 
Second, definite agreem ent on the tim e and pro­ 
cedure for accomplishing further disarm am ent should 
be reached. 
This gives new purpose to the world 
disarm am ent conference, which has been crum bling 
slowly under heavy pressures of conflicting view­ 
points. 
Third, it should be agreed among all nations that, 
while prelim inary steps are being taken, th ere will 
be an arm s m oratorium within the lim its of existing 
treaties. 
The 
fourth 
step, 
which 
is 
P resident 
Roosevelt’s contribution to a discussion which has 
included all the others, calls for an universal non­ 
aggression pact—a moral guarantee by all nations, 
insuring security while the actual business of dis­ 
arm am ent is carried forward. 
It would be impossible to enum erate, let alone to 
comprehend, all the ram ifications of so m om entous 
a state paper in the capitals of the world. 
It is suf­ 
ficient to understand a t the outset thut P resident 
Roosevelt has voiced Am erica’s plea for a new order 
of sanity in a world whose frequent and persistent 
m istakes, m any of them having their origin iu the 
U nited 
States, 
threaten 
w holesale destruction of 
hum an values. 
H is countrym en stand behind him, 
hopeful th at o th er nations will share the inspiration 
they havo received from this m anifestation of leader­ 
ship which does not threaten destruction of life to 
achieve its purpose.

It is a story that 
has been repeated often. T he m ediocrity of public 
officials isn ’t an unforseen resu lt of neglect. It is, 
rather, the inevitable result of reluctance on the 
part of quality m eny to p articipate in governm ent. 
B etter men cannot be drafted. T he tragedy of the 
situation never is m ore evident than in the crow d’s 
enthusiasm for a m ediocre office-seeker who “per­ 
m its” him self to be carried Into office on a wave of 
m isplaced enthusiasm . Im provem ent will come about 
when the public m akes office-holding an honor— 
when it not only dem ands but m akes it possible for 
politicians to be som ething m ore than jobholders de 
pendent on popular whims for th eir tenure of office. 
In other words, im provem ent cannot be imposed, it 
m ust come from the bottom and spread to the top.

OHIO BUTTER NUT PINS

W ritten For The Associated Presa. 
During th e latter part of the Civil w ar the term 
"butter nut" was applied to the soldiers of the south 
em arm y because of the fact th at the hom espun 
clothing m any of them wore was dyed in a light 
brown with dyes m ade from the common bntternut, 
nd during the Brough-Vallandlgham cam paign for 
the governorship in Ohio in 1863, the sam e term was 
applied derisively by the Brough men to the sup­ 
porters of V ailandigham in token of th eir candidates’ 
expressed sym pathies with the south. 
The V ailandigham men adopted th e nam e and 
wore pine m ade of cross-sections of th e b utternut as 
emblems of th eir political allegiance. 
N aturally this 
brought th e w ar rig h t to Ohio daring th at fierce 
campaign, and th ere w ere political m eetings a t which 
fights w ere precipitated by a ttem p ts to snatch but 
ternut pins from th e coat lapels of th e Vallandig 
ham adherents.

R unning through the inside of 
the spinal column, the back-bone. 
is a space called the spinal cord. 
This carries the g re at nerve, the 
spinal cord, which is surrounded 
by m ore o r less fluid. 
Spinal puncture is the tapping of 
the spinal m em branes for th e pur­ 
pose of obtaining

fluid. 
A sm all am ount 
Is w ith­ 
draw n, exam ined under a m icro­ 
scope and 
subjected 
to 
various 
teats. 
P ainless Now 
Exam ination of the spinal fluid 
is of great value In diagnosing cor 
tain disorders. In doubtful cases it 
may be th e only m eans of actually 
determ ining w hether o r n ot a p a­ 
tient Is suffering from a tum or of 
the 
bruin, 
tuberculosis 
of 
the 
brain, various form a of spinal m ea 
ingitto, fractured ahull 
and othar 
disorders. 
F ortunately, it to now possible to 
perform a spinal p uncture w ithout 
pain and discom fort to th e patient. 
I con recall the daya w hen spinal 


puncture was an uncom fortable pro­ 
cedure. Today, by the aid of local 
anesthesia, little, if any, discom fort 
is experienced. 
The patient may 
feel the slight p in p rick 
of 
the 
hypodeiynic needle and perhaps a 
mild feeling of jar. 
Spinal puncture m ay be perform ­ 
ed in the hom e or at the hospital. 
It to preferably done a t the hospit­ 
al w here all th e facilities for the 
various tests are available.

You will recall that during the 
recent infantile paralysis epidem ­ 
ic it was advised th at aU suspect­ 
ed cases of paralysis be subm itted 
to the spinal puncture. It w as the 
only anre m eans of recognizing the 
disease In its early stages.

jected to this procedure w as great.

Som ething of 
the ram ification# 
and departures of the U nderground 
railw ay m ay be realized by certain 
know ledge of 
the 
two men who 
who w ere known to have been di 
re d ly or indirectly connected with 
it by reason of th eir great in ter­ 
est in aiding slaves essaying a dash 
for th eir liberty. 
Levi Coffin, the reputed head of 
this U nderground railw ay, was born 
a t New Garden, N. C., on O ctober 
28j 1789, the sam e year in which 
the C onstitution of 
the

S tates w ent into effect. 
He lived 
until Septem ber 16. 1877. 
He thus 
lived from the first year of the ad­ 
m inistration of 
George W ashing­ 
ton to the first one of R utherford 
H ayes. W hen he succum bed he 
was 88 years of age.

been Prudence W illiam s and 
his 
father Levi Coffin. He was brought 
up in th e Q uaker faith. He and a 
cousin before he left N orth C aro­ 
lina organized a Sunday school for 
slaves.

tion for any given hole: 
1— Playing distance of the hole, 
not the yardage on the scorecard. 
2.—Topography of the course. 
3.—Average 
condition 
of 
the 
greens. 
4.—Any decided 
slope 
in 
the 


greens. 
5 —Relative width 
ways. 
6.—Direction and strength of pre­ 
vailing wind. 
7.—Character, location and qual­ 
ity of traps, bunk ers and natural 
hazards. 
With these 
factors 
considered 
the standard score for any bole 
then would ba figured on the basis 
of a 200-220-yard drive, 175-190 yard 
mldlron shot and others In propor­ 
tion, plus two putts. Each hole 
then would be further classified as 
easy, fair, standard, good or hard. 
“An easy hole," Marston said, “Is 
one on which the player might bet­ 
ter the score, based on playing dis­ 
tance and difficulty, four times 
out of 10 
and 
should mak e the 
score 
the 
other six 
times. 
A 
hard hole is one on which he 1» 
expected to exceed the score four 
times. Thus an easy 4-hole would 
be rated 3.6 and a hard 4-hole be 
rated 4.4. 
While 
ratings 
on 
individual 
holes often will be in fractions, the 
rating of the whole course always 
will be in full strok es. It Is entire­ 
ly optional whether the clubs show 
the ratings of the holes In fractions 
on the score card ”
